o rs rapidly chase o ne ano ther o ver the 
filmy glo be. 
He will also see that 
they vary in hue, gro wing less and 
less bright at the to p o f the bubble 
because 
there gravity 
stretches 
it 
do wnward and makes the film thin­ 
nest 
It la a singular fact that tbe last 
co lo r to appear o n a so ap bubble just 
befo re it breaks Is a gray tlut 
The 
thickness o f tho film when this tint 
appears upo n it Is less than the o ne 
hundred and fifty -slx-tbo usaudth o f nu 
incb. 
Were a so np bubblo to bo magnified 
to the size o f the earth and tbe mo le­ 
cules magnified in pro po rtio n, then the 
who le structure wo uld be as co arse 
grained a s a glo be o f sma ll lendsbo t 
to uching o ne ano ther at their aurfncea. 
In the blo wing o f a so ap bubble there 
Is 
presented tho spectacle o f the 
stretching o f a liquid to tho extreme 
limit o f Its capacity . In this way we 
co tne nearer to a sight o f the invisible 
mo lecules o f matter than co uld be go t 
In any o ther way no matter ho w elab 
o rate the* experiment.—Exchange.
